We here have cold winds and rain, 
so that everybody wears their winter 
clothes as much as they do East.

hear a great deal of complaint of rheu- 
matism, chills and fever, catarrh, 
bronchitis, and such like complaints. 
Everybody looks and acts as though 
they came here to mnke some money 
and go back where they came from. 
They may all talk as they will, but I 
toll you if I owned a good home in 
old Macon county and know what I 
do, I would stay there. 
A man any- 


where in Illinois that has a home is 
a fool to give it up and come here, 
and a poor man has no business here. 
They may talk about big wages, but 
when you take the cost of living out 
you are better off there than here. I 
have met a good many old acquaint- 
ances from Illinois, but I don't know 
that one o! them is any better off 
here than he was there, except John 
Hay, formerly of Macon. 
He has a 


good situation in a wholesale drug 
btore, with a good salary. 
My two 


sons, Will and Harry, were here, but 
have gone south, BO has John W. 
Kali pa, of MacoQ. 
They were rail- 


roadiug, but could not stand it. 
They have tho very worbt system of 
railroading in America here. 
They 


think nor care no more for their men 
than they do for dogs 
It is strange 


that so many railroad men will come 
out hero, whon none btay any longer 
than to got a stake to get away with 
I have seen several o£ the "W abash 
bnya who wish themselves back. 


Right here in Oakland, one oi' the 


best and prettiest places in Califor- 


nia, 
the nights are cold. 
The morn- 


ings for tho last month have shown 
white frost, and for about three 
hours in the middle of the day it is 
very warm. I see flowers in bloom 
and 
some folks 
making garden, 


setting out cabbage, sowing lettuce 
and radishes, but it all looks out of 
season. 
If any of your readers have 


any notion of coming to this coun- 
try or going to Oregon or Washing- 
ton Territory, tell them if they know 
when they are well off they will not 
come till spring. I expect, if I have 
health, to be back home to vote for 
Arthur and Lincoln. 
So you see I 


am as ever a true Republican. By 
the way, does anybody know where 
Chailey Winebrenner is? I heard 
o£ him a few days ago.

experience of farmers during the 
crop season as to maturing and gath- 
ering, as well as cribbing and keeping 
the same, that I pen these few re- 
marks, guided by results from espe- 
rience',actual knowledge and observa- 
tion. 
It is generally known that 


there is but very little No. 2 mer- 
chantable corn to be found in the 
great corn belt of Central Illinois to 
be marketed in the year 1884. 
And 


why is this f 
There certainly have 


been seasons heretofore equally as 
unfavorable for corn growth as last 
year which produced a large per 
centage of good, sound merchantable 
corn for market. 
Saying nothing 


about what we gee and hear as com- 
plaints coming from all sections 
alike, the facts of failure are not 
with the season so much as with the 
carelessness and indifference of farm- 


as to the kind of seed planted.

For what a man sows that shall ho 
also reap. 
The great cry was last 


winter that there WHS no seed corn 
raised in MBCOE and adjoining coun- 
ties fit for planting, whilst the truth 
and facts in the case were that 
enough was fed out to stock and 
so!d at the elevators of home-grown 
Macon county corn to have planted 
the entire area of the ground planted 
to corn in the couuty; so it proved 
when farmers were shelling our their 
corn for sale. I marketed 600 bnsh- 
eLs, the one-half of which proved by 
experience in the present crop raised 
to be good seed-corn, and I know of 
many others that will attest to the 
same facts. 


But a mania seemed to seize upon 


the farmers that there was no seed- 
corn grown in the year 1882 in 
Macon county, Illinois, and without 
hesitation, on thorough examination 
of old corn and new grown in the 
county as to seed, they generally, 
with oue accord, consented to plant 
Kansas, Nebraska, Iowa, Missouri 
and Southern corn for seed, thinking 
the same would make them a crop in 
Central Illinois. It would bo almost 
a miracle if it did. The acclimation 
was wanting. 
And it is this fact 


that makes the difference between 
hard and soft corn, or corn matured 
and corn unmaturod at gathering 
time. 
Hence the failure in the pres- 


ent crop, if not being in tho season's 
growth so much as with the igno- 
rance of the farmers as to facts which 
they ought to have known about their 
business and calling. It was their 
judgment acted 
upon, discarding 


home-grosvnaeed well tried and test- 
ed by exporience to bs good. Truly 
they were not as wise as the old 
breachy brindlo cow, who broke down 
her own pasture fence to get in tho 
adjoining neighbor's Held. 
She may 


have tasted better pasture in days 
gone by, and hence acted wisely. 
But the farmers of Cantral Illinois 
never 
imported corn from their 


southern or western neighbors' fields 
before with good results, and I doubt 
very much if they ever will, whilst 
thoso who planted home-grown seed 
have good crops well-matured which 
have kept in the cribs in good con- 
dition, and they have nothing to fear 
either from bad seed or poor prices, 
which will fully compensate them for 
their time and labor. 


It behooves farmers to be more 


cautious in such important matters 
as that of selecting seed corn, and 
not rely upon untried experiments, 
as they did last year. It is stated in 
a Henry county, Illinois, paper that 
the farmers of that county will im- 
port from Kansas at least 80,000 
bushels of corn for feeding purpose-. 
Think of this in the "corn belt" of 
the greatest corn growing state in 
the Union. Is it any wonder that 
the market price steadily advances 
in Chicago, or that bogs are coming 
in in a half fattened condition ? Then 
again the waste in the fields will bo 
enormous this winter. A farmer 
told me that he supposed ho had 
cribbed fifty acres of No. 2 corn of a 
southern variety of seed, but upon 
examination the other day he found 
it in a terrible condition, almost un- 
fit to feed cattle or swine. I doubt 
whether $50,000,000 will excuse the 
state of Illinois from loss, caused by 
the importation of southern and 
western seed in the year 1883; and 
the disastrous effects of the loss of 
a corn crop will bear hard on the 
community for two or three years to 
come. 
The early hard freeze of last 


November makes the selection of 
seed very tedious and difficult, and 
more so this year than last, as the 
freeze was still earlier than last year, 
with but little or no old corn in 
tho country of native growth from 
which to select seed. Last year we 
had plenty of good Macon county 
seed from which to select; this year 
but very little. 
Only here and there 


a firmer planted seed of his own 
raising. 
Hence the soutuern or 


western varieties will not do to trust 
or rely on for a coming crop, beicg 
yet nnacelimmated. 
And farmers 


"are in a bad plight, indeed, to sny 
the least about reliable seed. 
My 


advice to all has been to find out 
those that have raised their crop 
from home grown, well acclimated 


seed. Then visit them and their 
corn cribs and select therefrom, what 
in your best judgment upon examin- 
ation you think will be fit for seed 
and likely to grow. 
Then plant 


enough from the holes in the plates 
or slides of your corn planter, or if 
need be, owing to the seed being a 
little imperfect, take the plates or 
open slides so that they can be 
reamed out a little larger, so as to 
drop from 5 to 8 grains in a hill in- 
stead of from 3 to 6, and you will 
get all the living corn in a hill you 
will want to work to make a good 
crop. I planted my entire crop in 
1883 of 105 acres from the largest 
holes in the plates in my Brown corn 
planter, of yellow seed corn that I 
have grown for six years past on my 
farm, commencing planting May 9th 
and ending on May ICth, all on tiled 
ground; and I have harvested and 
cribbed C2 bushels of good No. 2 
merchantable corn per aero. From 
one-third to one-third to one-half of 
the entire crop will grow, having 
kept well in the cribs and being per- 
fectly free fiooi rot or mildew. I 
obtained a stand of living, strong, 
thrifty, growing stalks after planting 
last spring that averaged over the 
fields from 25 to 30 stalka to each 
dozen hills. I worked the same by 
plowing it three times over in the 
month of June; and I have as good 
a crop of corn as I ever rased, from 
seed that all my neighbors and others 
said would not grow, notwithstand- 
ing I made three tests of it in my 
house in January and February last, 
and did show that three-fourths or 
80 per cent, germinated and grew, 
and sent up good healthy stalks. The 
nearest nurseryman tested in his 
early hot-bed and pronounced over 
90 per cent, good and growing. 


It is true that the sale of seed 


corn has proved to a majority of the 
farmers a very unsatisfactory busi- 
ness, because it has been entered 
upon without sufficient thought as 
to the outcome, utterly regardless of 
its maturity in the fall. 
Host farm- 


ers suppose if it sprouts and grows 
it is all right, but this tost argues 
nothing as to matured corn in the 
fall or autumn of the year, as the 
country the past season fully verifies. 
Most southern and western varieties 
grew well in the months of May and 
June, but the acclimation was im- 
perfect and wanting, hence the coun- 
try is flooded with soft and damaged' 
unmerchantable corn. 
It was the 


writer's priviledge to test this fact 
over twenty years ago, by procuring 
a very fine specimen of white corn 
grown in the state of Missouri and 
the result in tho autumn of the year 
was the same as now experienced by 
over three fourths of the farmers of 
Central Illinois. It never matured 
and was worthless. Last year, as I 
selected my corn for seed from my 
crib, a friend of mine asked me to 
send to him at Amboy, Lee county, 
Illinois, four bushels of seed. 
I 


selected it with great care and sent 
it; soon afterwards I received a pos- 
tal card from it, that it was pro- 
nounced bad and would not grow. I 
ordered it back at once and planted 
it and I obtained a good stand from 
one end of the field to the other. A 
neighbor of mine came and got some 
seed and planted it very early, be- 
fore the ground was sufficiently warm 
to germinate any kind of corn and 
was disappointed in getting a full 
stand, and he pronounced it a failure 
and told mo I was in bad business 
picking seed corn for my own plant- 
ing out my own growing. It so hap- 
pened I had 30 acres just planted, 
the first about 4 days in the ground. 
To his astonishment on examination 
he found every hill coming; said ho, 
"if mine was as good as yours I 
would let it stand." He went south 
and procured southern seed and as a 
consequence has got nothing but soft 
corn of the very poorest quality. 


The facts are patent to every one 


that there is no class of men, take 
them as a body, that are as willing to 
be humbuged as the farmers. There 
are exceptions to this general rule I 
am aware—thrifty, sharp, business- 
like men, that cannot easily be de- 
ceived in the farming community. 
But like old Horn's sheep, where one 
gets frightened at its own shadow, 
and makes a leap, all the rest are 
sure to follow. 
This was very much 


the case last spring with seed corn, 
when car load after car load was 
landed at the different stations to be 
distributed and sold out at a very 
large per cent of 
profit. Many 


thought it was easier to take out 
their pocket book and pay for it than 
it was to take n little time and 
trouble and pick their own seed from 
a neighbor's cribs. Now another sea- 
sons growth and time combined with 
a crashing loss, has been the result 
of their labors and mistake. And 
oh! what a disaster to the country at 
large. The farmers and the business 
community would have been better 
off by millions of dollars, had they 
never seen an ear of foreign corn im- 
ported into Central Illinois for seed. 
Last season ought to teach farmers 
a lesson to profit by, when thoso hav- 
ing planted home grown seed,selected 
with care, have largo and abundant 
crops to dispose of at high prices 
and all the rest who risked on foreign 
seed not enough to cover expenses.
